The Cylinder Machine. 


[Continued. | 


There is a continual flow of water out 
of the vat and a continual flow into it. Atthe 
same time the level of the water in the cylin- 
der vat, but outside of the cylinder, must be 
maintained at the same point all of the time ; 
likewise the water inside of the cylinder must 
be maintained at another and different point 
of level all of the time. Some certain and 
sure means of accomplishing this is a neces- 
sity. When the machine is at work, the water 
with which the pulp is diluted outside of the 
cylinder flows through the wire-cloth to the in- 
side ; from there it flows to the fan-pump, 
which throws it up to the water-box, from 
whence it is distributed again to do its work, 
that work being to dilute the pulp sufficiently 
to pass it through the screen and to further 
dilute it after it has passed through the screen, 
so that it will form a uniform and thoroughly 
felted sheet on the cylinder or mold; and 
since the shower of water that is used to keep 
the cylinder clean adds a larger quantity of 
water to the vat than the wet sheet of paper on 
the felt carries off, there is always a surplus, 
so that to keep the pulp in the vat at the right 
level it is mecessary to run a portion of the 
water to waste. 

The mixing-box is oblong in shape, and in 
size, may be 2 feet wide, 2 feet deep and 6 to 
8 feet long. A compartment is partitioned off 
at the end nearest to the pump, for a water- 
box for about one-third of its length ; the par- 
tition is one-third lower than the box is deep, 
to allow the water to flow over without over- 
flowing the box. This compartment consti- 
tutes the water-box into which the pump 
throws the water from inside the cylinder. A 
quantity of water sufficient to dilute the pulp, 
so that it will pass through the screen, flows 
over the partition and is regulated by two 
gates in the water-box, one of them regulating 
the water used to further dilute the pulp after 
it has passed through the screen, the other al- 
lowing the surplus water to run off. The first 
is not difficult to regulate, because when it is 
once set correctly, no change is needed, except 
when there is a radical change in the pulp 
used, or in the paper to be made ; but the sec- 
ond being the regulator, requires constant at- 
tention, and some means must be supplied to 
regulate it automatically, and this is generally 
accomplished by means of a float working in 
an auxiliary box close to and connected with 
the vat. The float is connected with the waste- 
gate by suitable rods and levers. 

When a change takes place in the level of 
the pulp in the vat, it also takes place in the 
box containing the float, which rises or falls 
accordingly, and operates the gate, opening it 
or closing it, as may be required. It has al- 
ready been said that the first gate is not diffi- 
cult to set, because it seldom requires chang- 
ing, but the water which passes through it to 
be mixed with the pulp is difficult to man- 
age, and is the cause, and the only cause, of 
the paper being uneven across the face of the 
cylinder, 

It ought to require no argument to prove 
that, if the pulp is uniform in thickness 
all through the vat, and if the ways are suffi- 
ciently large and uniform, the sheet will form 
on the cylinder with the same uniformity ; but 
if, by the admission of additional water, the 
pulp is thereby made thinner at one place 
than elsewhere, the paper will then be thinner 
at that place. It is therefore important that 
this water shall be evenly distributed through 
the pulp before it reaches the cylinder. To 
accomplish this, an oblong box is provided as 
long as the vat is wide, and 6 or 8 inches deep 
by 8 to 12 inches wide ; its botton, is perforated 
with 2-inch holes from 4 to 6 inches apart. 
This box is connected by passage-ways with 
the water-box, and the quantity of water ad- 
mitted to it is regulated by the first named 
gate, the water flowing into and nearly filling 
this box, is distributed through the pulp the 
whole width of the vat by means of these 
holes, 

Should too much water be admitted at 
one place which would be shown by the paper 
being thin at that place, some of the holes are 








closed with plugs provided for that purpose. 
This box is located outside of the screen, but 
inside of the screen vat, and if there should be 
a hog or agitator placed immediately under it, 
where the water and pulp meet, it would, no 
doubt, help to mix the water and pulp and 
possibly make it more uniform. This box 
may be located either in front of the cylinder 
or at the back of it, in either of which places 
it can be utilized to regulate the height of the 
pulp in the vat, by constructing an overflow 
gate at its front end, and by raising or lower- 
ing this gate the level of the pulp can be main- 
tained at any desired point, thus dispensing 
with the float and waste-gate. 

The water inside of the cylinder must also 
be regulated, so as to always maintain the 
same relative difference in height between it 
and that on the outside. This 
can be very easily done by 
placing an overflow-gate any- 
where convenient between 
the end of the cylinder and 
the fan-pump. The regular 
gate by which the water is 
shut off from the pump en- 
tirely is not to be dispensed 
with, but is to be used the 
same as usual. It is better 
to place the overflow-gate as 
near to the end of the cyl- 
inder as possible and the regu- 
lar gate between it and the 
pump; then, by opening it 
wide and setting the over- 
flow at the proper height, to 
give the suction (so called) 
desired, should more or less 
suction be wanted, it can be 
had by raising or lowering 
the overflow-gate, and thus 
the water inside of the cyl- 
inder can be kept at the same 
point all of the time. 

The importance of this is 
not generally appreciated. It 
is sometimes necessary to run 
with the smallest possible 
amount of suction (so called), 
and at other times it is de- 
sirable to use all that can be 
got, and, with the ordinary 
arrangement, it is simply 
impossible to maintain any 
regularity; but, with an overflow-gate, it can 
be regulated with the greatest nicety.

Bark-Stripping Machine. 





The machine illustrated has been de- 
vised for the purpose of quickly and effectually 
removing the bark from logs of wood used for 
the manufacture of paper-pulp. It consists in 
a horizontally and rapidly revolving disk, called 
the ‘‘shaver,” the centre portion of which is 
recessed, and the annular elevated portion is 
provided with a suitable number of knives or 
blades, the knives projecting only little above 
the top face of the disk, and being placed 
obliquely relatively to the sense of rotation. 
The axis of the disk or shaver receives its mo- 
tion by a suitable mode of transmission from 
the driving-pulley, and projects above the disk, 
carrying on this projecting top part a worm- 
gear, revolving thereby a roller, called the 
‘‘feed-roller,””, which is placed horizontally 
across and close over the disk, and is provided 
with two rack-wheels serving to turn the logs 
placed on the shaver for being stripped of the 
bark. The logs are pressed down on the shaver 
by a press-roller journaled to a suspended 
frame, the frame and roller being swung off 
from the logs or brought to bear against them by 
means of a hand-lever. The logs, when press- 
ed down, are prevented from flying off the rap- 
idly-revolving shaver by means of a flange pro- 
vided on the left-hand side of the press-roller. 
Thus the logs, owing to the pressure of the 
press-roller, will be kept bearing against the 
rack-wheels of the feed-roller and the rapidly- 
revolving knives of the shaver, and will there- 
fore be effectively and quickly stripped or 
shaved from the bark on the side happening 
to be on the bottom, and will be constantly 
turned in order to feed and to offer a new side 
to the shaving-knives. 

There is also an attachment suitable for 


stripping shorter pieces or logs having not a 
circular but an irregular shape of cross-sec- 
tion. This attachment consists in an ob- 
long frame placed across and close to the 
shaver diametrically opposite the place 
where the long logs are stripped. Within 
this frame two rows of balls are thus ar- 
ranged at right angles to each other, that the 
logs placed by hand inside of the frame bear 
against both rows, and are free to revolve or 
to turn accordingly. The advantage of the 
machine, therefore, is that, with exception of the 
very irregularly-shaped pieces, which will al- 
ways requires a longer handling, the logs to 
be stripped of their bark are handled only 
once, 7. ¢., when they are placed on the shaver 
and are thrown off from the shaver by its cen- 
trifugal force when lifting up the press-roller

with the flange. A further advantage is that 
the logs are always in sight of the attendant, 
and thus the exact time of the stripping can 
easily be known, and unnecessary working 
over of the logs is prevented. P 

Figure I represents a part front elevation 
and part cross-section on the centre line ; Fig. 
2, a side elevation ; Fig. 3, a plan, and Fig. 4 
a separate plan of the attachment for the shav- 
ing of the smaller pieces and logs of irregular 
shape. 

a, a, is the main frame of the machine, 
and two 
vertical brackets, a; as, bolted on top of ay, 
the brackets a; carrying in slotted bear- 
ings 4, the rigid axis s,, on which axis s,, a 
frame-carrying press-roller, f~,, is swinging, 
the frame and axis being adjusted to the di- 
ameter of the logs by changing the position of 
the axis s, within that slot of the bearings 
4, 44, the frame consisting of two arms fs; fs, 
journaled on the axis s,, and connected by a 
truss-rod, ss, press-roller f,, journaled in 
lever-arms fs, and provided on _ its left- 
hand end with a flange f.. The logs will 
rest against the flange and will pre- 
vented from following the centrifugal force of 
the shaver. The hand-lever / is bolted to the 
right-hand arm fs, and is limited in its down- 
ward movement by a guard, g, screwed in the 
main frame of the machine, this guard prevent- 
ing the flange p, of the roller f, from coming 
in contact with the shaver, which would other- 
wise cause much damage, On the cross-beam 
a, a bearing is provided for the vertical shaft s, 
of the shaver D, 4, representing the socket- 
bearing, and g, g; a suitable device of deriving 
the power from the driving-pulley ¢, which is 
keyed on to the shaft s,, revolving in bearings 
on the pedestals 4, and 4. A _ hat-shaped 
cover, 4, prevents any particles of wood from 
dropping between the cog-wheels, and is sta- 
tionary, while the shaft s, is revolving. The 
carries at its top the worm W, en- 


provided with a cross-beam, as, 
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gaging with corresponding threads on the 
roller /, having a ratchet-shaped wheel, /,, 
rigidly fixed toeach end. The ratchet-wheels 
engaging with the logs, and turning them over, 
will offer a new side still covered with bark to 
the action of the shaver D. The teed-roller / 
and ratchet-wheels /,, are all revolving with 
the shaft ss;, which turns within the bearings 
4, 6; bolted to the brackets a; a3, these brackets 
being provided with slots, in order to allow the 
feed-roller to be raised or lowered, according 
to the diameter of the logs. The shaver D, 
being keyed on tothe shaft s., above the beam 
ay, with bearings 4,., and underneath the worm 
W, is revolving at about three hundred revo- 
lutions a minute in the direction indicated by 
the arrow, and consists in a heavy cast-iron 
disk recessed in the centre portion, partly be- 
cause the velocity of this 
part is not sufficient to secure 
a good result if provided 
with knives, and partly in 
order to have the proper 
space for the ratchet-wheels 
J: when the feed-roller / is 
in its lowest position for 
very thin sticks or logs of 
wood. On the annular and 
elevated portion of the. disk 
D, and extending to the 
periphery of the disk, a suita- 
ble number of knives, 4,— 
say five—are provided, pro- 
jecting very little above the 
face of the disk, and being 
placed in a position anteced- 
ing the radial position, and 
having a slot, 4, running all 
along the knives for the pas- 
sage of the shavings. The 
logs are placed on the disk 
D, while the lever / is swung 
up. Then the lever / is 
swung rapidly down, and 
while the flange f” prevents the 
logs from flying off by the 
centrifugal force, the pressure 
on the roller /, will bring the 
logs into contact with the rat- 
chet-wheels /, which will 
force the log to _ revolve, 
the bottom part of the logs 
being continuously stripped of 
all the bark until the logs 
have made one revolution, whereupon the lever 
/is swung up, and the logs, being shaved per- 
fectly bare of all bark, will be thrown off by 
the centrifugal force of the disk D. 

The attachment A (shown separately in plan, 
Fig. 4) is intended for small pieces and for logs 
of irregular shape. The frame es, cast to the 
plate ¢,, which leaves an open space within the 
frame, is bolted across the disk D over that por- 
tion of the disk which is diametrically oppo- 
site the portion where the ordinary stalk is 
shaved. The frame ¢; carries two rows of 
balls, ¢; and ¢:, journaled on two shafts placed 
at right angles to each other, and the logs, be- 
ing placed inside of the frame ¢s, will be 
brought to bear against the balls by the move- 
ment of the disk D, whereupon the logs come 
to rest, and, while the logs are held by hand, 
the balls ¢, and ¢s, facilitating the turning of 
the logs, the disk D with knives 4, will shave the 
bottom part of the logs, which are turned and

Sizing. 


(Continued.) 
In making resin soap, we have two un- 
known quantities to deal with: First, resin 
is an unknown quantity, because it is not a 





chemical body of fixed constitution. but a mix- 
ture of three acids, and they are not always 
second, soda 
ash also, practically, an unknown quantity, 


present in the same proportions ; 


because our present method of measuring it is 
to weigh it in the form of soda ash; but we 
have seen that while soda is always composed 
of the same elements, combined in the same 
proportions, a pound of soda ash does not al- 
ways contain the same quantity of soda, con- 
sequently, although we know how many 
pounds the soda ash weighs, we do not know 
how much soda we have got, and, therefore, 
in making resin size it is practically an un- 
known quantity. Now, with these two chemi- 


cal bodies, whose quantities are unknown, we 


attempt to produce another, which shall be a 
uniform combination of the pinic acids with 
soda, and which will invariably possess the 
same characteristics and have the same action. 

Resin is valued commercially by its color 
and cleanness, pale resin being always quoted 
higher than the darker-colored, but for size- 
making the dark-colored is to be preferred, 
the probable reason for this being that it con- 
tains more colophonic acid than the pale resin 
—at least the color would so indicate, since 
the colophonic acid is of a dark color, whereas 
the sylvic and pinic acids are colorless. It is 
also said of the colophonic acid that it has 
stronger acid properties than either of the 
other two, and therefore a dark, clear, clean 
resin is preferred, because it makes a stronger 
size—that is, one that will size the paper 
harder than if made from a pale resin, even if 
a larger quantity of size made from the pale 
resin is used. In other words, it is not possi- 
ble to size paper as hard with size made from 
pale-colored resin as it can be sized with size 
made from the dark-colored resin. Notwith- 
standing the numerous methods of making 
resin soap, there are only three kinds—namely, 
the white size, which contains an excess of 
resin ; the brown size, which contains an ex- 
cess of soda, and the cream -colored size, 
which contains neither soda nor resin in ex- 
cess. 


It has been shown that the white size con- 
taining free resin cannot be used to any ad- 
vantage, and that it is detrimental to use it, 
tut even if it could be uséd to 2ivantaye, it is” - 
not possible to have it uniform ; sometimes it 
would have one quantity of free resin and 
sometimes another and different quantity, 
since there is no test that can be practically 
used while the size is being made that will 
show the exact percentage of this free resin. 
The whole free resin theory may as well be 
set aside as unworthy further consideration. 

Paper makers have had many years of be- 
wildered and perplexing experience with the 
brown size, and know well that it never could 
be relied upon to give uniform results. Batches 
of badly sized paper would come along in 
spite of all the care and attention that could 
be exercised, and were accepted as mysterious 
dispensations of Providence. The cream-col- 
ored size has gradually made its way into the 
best mills, and is now used almost everywhere, 
and the excellent hard-sized paper now pro- 
duced by engine sizing speaks volumes in 
favor of the cream-colored size. 

By resin in excess, or free resin, it is meant 
that there is resin present in the size, uncom- 
bined with the soda, but dissolved. It is, con- 
sequently, in the finest state of subdivision, 
and in that state it is simply mixed with the 
size, and will immediately settle to the bottom 
of any vessel in which a dilute solution of it is 
made. By soda in excess, it is meant that a 
quantity of soda greater than is necessary to 
make the resin perfectly soluble in water is 
It may be free—that is, uncombined 
with the resin—or it may be combined with 


present. 


the resin in some different proportion, but in 
accordance with the chemical law of multiple 
combination. 

As this paper is written from a paper mak- 
er’s standpoint, no attempt will be made to 
settle purely chemical questions. It is, how- 
ever, insisted upon, that the best size, and that 
which will size paper the hardest, is that made 
from dark-colored resin, and in which there is 
the smallest possible quantity of soda used to 
make the soap perfectly soluble in water. The 
test for this solubility is to make a dilute 
solution of it, which, on being allowed to 
stand, will show no deposit of resin, and will 
be of acream color. Dark resin can be made 
into white size ; pale light-colored resin can be 
made into brown size.

soda, that a portion of the resin is left free, but 


when enough, and not more than enough, 
soda is used to make all of the resin perfectly 
soluble in water it becomes a cream color. 
Now, if a little more soda is combined with it 
the size becomes still darker, and by adding 
soda in greater quantity the size will become 


quite brown.

The “dam trouble” at Holyoke has 
had a tendency to cause some little uneasiness 
among the city paper-stock dealers. In con- 
sequence of the enforced idleness of the mills, 
the consumption of paper stock is lessened, 
and the market is even duller than it should be. 

Prices still continue at old quotations, but 
show a firmness, in sympathy with the market 
abroad. Very little stock is being imported 
for speculation, as importers, like manufac- 
turers, prefer to be on the safe side, and it is 
impossible to tell what conditions may develop 
to affect the market either one way or the 
other. Packers abroad are reported disin- 
clined to take large orders, owing to the possi- 
ble uncertainty of securing supplies. 

Manufacturers show no alarm concerning 
the future possibilities of the market, and are 
buying only for present needs. 

The market for domestic stocks is still un- 
changed, and presents about the same con- 
ditions The same 
monotonous cry of dullness is heard every- 


as previously reported. 
where. 

Imports for the week comprised 896 bales 
rags, 991 bales paper stock and 79 bales old 
rope. Of hide cuttings, 20 bags were also 
received. 

But very little change is noted in the chemi- 
cal market. Bleaching powder is quoted at 
2,10c. to 2,15¢c., according to brand and posi- 
tion. The market to arrive seems to be a trifle 
firmer. Bleach on the other side is reported 
as being in very light supply. From a report 
made on the first of August, the total amount 
of bleaching powder in the whole United King- 
dem at that time was placed at 8go0 tons. 
Caustic soda still holds at last week’s quotation 
—2%3c. to 2.80c, Soda ash holds at same old 
quotation. Sal soda is commanding Ic, to 
arrive, 1.17%c. ex store. Southern clay is in 
fair demand ; prices unchanged. For car-load 
lots $13 per ton is asked; for less $13 50 is 
quoted ; from store the ruling figure is $14. 
Rosins are unchanged and in fair supply. 

The imports of chemicals for the past week 
comprised 699 casks bleaching powders, 515 
casks soda ash, 406 barrels soda crystals and 
600 drums caustic soda. Ten hundred and thirty- 
four barrels rosin and 24 casks Southern clay 
are also reported. 

The demand for straw wrappings is very 
light. The retail trades are generally very 
quiet, buyers are not numerous and it requires 
but a small quantity of paper to wrap up the 
occasional parcels. 

F. Curtis, the New England representative 
of the Gutta Percha and Rubber Manufacturing 
Company, favored the eastern office of THE 
PAPER TRADE JOURNAL with a call to-day. 
Mr. Curtis reports that the ‘‘ Monarch” rubber 
belting which he is pushing is being very suc- 
cessfully introduced into paper mills.

Another meeting is called for Satur- 
In view of the magnitude of the New 
Orleans World’s Exposition, where will be 
gathered the leading capitalists and industrial 
workers of the world, New England should be 
well represented by displays of her industry.

In other words, the plain surfaces only 
will be joined together, leaving uncemented 
the parts corresponding to the pigment-lines, 
which, adhering only by their own mucilage, 
constitute a series of reservoirs or ducts, into 
which the liquid used for altering the writing 
on face of the check must necessarily percolate 
and accumulate in contact with the lines, its 
escape being barred by the waterproof paper 
backing. Asa precaution against separation 
of the superposed papers, the compound sheet 
may be embossed over any required portion of 
| its surface—say, for instance, round its bor- 
ders or at its corners. Any liquid applied to 
the face of a check prepared as above for the 
purpose of removing the writing thereon must 
first, while destroying this writing, give rise to 
visible reaction on the chemicals contained in 
| the paper. To eliminate the traces of this re- 
action, a prolonged application of appropriate 
liquids becomes necessary, and before such 
liquids can possibly produce their specific ef- 
| fect they penetrate into and collect in the 
| above mentioned duct-spaces, from whence, 
as already stated, their escape is barred by the 
| impervious paper backing. Once there they 
commence and continue to exercise a solvent 
action on the pigment-lines, which, being thus 
broken up, produce a constantly-increasing 
blur between the superposed sheets, beyond 
reach of removal by any chemical or other 
means. 

Inks of different nature are commonly em- 
ployed for printing the ground and lettering of 
so-called ‘* safety-checks® and it has even 
been proposed to make bank-note and check

WiIrH this picture before us, it is per- 
tinent to inquire what else than rags does 
India produce, and we import. If we 
mistake not she produces wheat, cotton, 
rice, coffee, hemp, flax and jute, and it is 
while employed in producing these sta- 
ple articles that they wear these rags and 
lead this life of filth and disease. If one 
tithe of this is true, we ought not only to 
exclude rags, but coffee, hemp, flax and 
jute. Just fancy drinking coffee which 
has handled by such beings, or 
handling hemp, flax and jute which has 
been produced, gathered and baled by 
them. It is still worse for the people of 
England, because they get, in addition to 
what we receive, rice, wheat and cotton. 
Now, to say nothing about eating the 
rice and the wheat, and drinking the cof- 
fee produced and handled by such delec- 
table beings, how about the cotton which 
is cultivated, gathered and baled by them ? 
Does it not also contain the germ of all 
such contagious diseases in quite a suffi- 
cient degree to spread them if contagion 
were there. Dundee, the great consumer 
of jute, ought to have been depopu- 
lated half a century ago if such tales are 
true. But to return to our own country 
and our own business; for a third of a 
century these rags, and for a much longer 
time, other Indian products, have been 
imported. Have they ever brought dis- 
ease of any kind from which we have suf- 
fered in the slightest degree ? It cannot 
be shown shat they have, because they 
have not. If, then, there is no change in 
the circumstances under which these rags 
are produced, why should they be ex- 
cluded because there is cholera at Mar- 
seilles ?

RAGs on board ship and in transit to 
the paper mills are put up in hard- 
pressed, iron bound bales, and cannot 
communicate contagion or spread disease 
until they arrive at the mill, where they 
are opened and handled with the greatest 
indifference and impunity. It is there 
that we must look for disease to break 
out, if anywhere, but we do not find it 
there. On the contrary, paper-mill em- 
ployees and people living in the neigh- 
borhood of paper mills are exceptionally 
healthy. This may be accounted for by 
the fact that the lime and the chloride of 
lime which are freely used keep the whole 
neighborhood constantly and thorough- 
ly disinfected ; but, however this may be, 
it is a fact that contagious diseases gene- 
rally give paper mills a wide berth. It is 
well known that there is more or less 
cholera in India at all times, and_ if 
for the third of a century or more we 
have been importing rags and other prod- 
ucts from there, how is it that in all that 
time no evil results have followed? But 
now that cholera has appeared in France 
and is slowly spreading through Europe, 
we are called upon to stop importing 
stock from India. It is right and just that 
quarantine regulations should be en- 
forced whenever and wherever needed, 
and paper makers, we may be sure, have no 
desire to take unnecessary risks, and will 
gladly acquiesce in any action of the 
health authorities intended to preserve 
the health of the country; but this re- 
puted interview savors more of an at- 
tempt to produce a corner in rags or to 
get up a scare than anything else.

Hotvoxe, Mass., August 27, 1884. 
To the Editor of The Journal: 

In reply to the inquiry about Felt-Marked 
Paper, I will take for instance fine book paper 
seventy-five per cent. rag stock and twenty- 
five per cent. wood pulp. I shall require to 
take you back to the rag room, where all of the 
rags must be cut uniformly ; thence to the 
washers, where both the rolls and plates must 
be in good working order (keen or sharp, not 
dull or blunt), but more attention must be paid 
to the rolls and plates in the beaters, which 
must be just sharp enough to get the stuff off 
free. Therefore it is necessary to have 
washers, beaters and Jordan engines all in 
good working order to get this result. 

To meet with success the stuff must not be 
too free or too soft, else a bad result will fol- 
low. A great deal of the difficulty lies in the 
preparation of the rag stock. In my opinion 
the paper is actually made in the engine-room, 
as the pulp cannot be altered after it gets on 
the machine. 

It is now necessary to have good suction on 
the wire (this being sadly neglected by many), 
and to have the paper properly couched. At 
present, more paper gets a crush than a couch, 
the mistake being in the size of the couch 
rolls. Both being the same diameter, the 
guard board is so hard pressed on the top 
coucher that in a few days after putting on a 
top couch-roll jacket the nap is quite bare, and 
the bottom couch jacket often gives way and 
bursts under the pressure. 

A better result is got by having the top 
couch-roll three to four inches larger in diam- 
eter than the bottom one, avoiding that heavy 
pressure on the guard-board, and thereby 
causing less friction. A great deal depends 
on having the paper properly couched. 

All that is then necessary to do with the first 
press felt is to keep the line straight and not 
too tight, for the second press felt, say, one- 
half as heavy again as the first press felt ; 
using the same precautions to keep the line 
straight and not too tight, will give the de- 
sired result. Avoid running a felt until it is 
threadbare. In my opinion, the superinten- 
dent is the man to see that all this is done, for 
if he neglects to do his duty, how can he ex- 


pect the workmen to do theirs.

The Subject of Felt-Marks Resumed.

In looking over the many letters in regard 
to felt-marked paper I think that some of 
them need a reply. I still hold my views 
given in THE JoURNAL of the 16th inst., and 
to strengthen them will have to stir up some 
of the other correspondents.

The stock being very soft, 
the paper wet and heavy, it is pressed into the 
very grain of the felt. The result is felt- 
marked paper. Now, if ‘ Buckeye” had 
washed the old hard jacket with hot water 
and soap, put on a half worn-out short felt,

Several months ago I 
made a few wrappers on an old felt ; the first 
ton of light ones had not a sign of a felt-mark, 
but the next I wanted very heavy, and to get 
them dry I had to weight the presses with 
double the weight, and the heavy wrappers 
leave a perfect impression of the old felt, and 
will leave till they go under a beater-roll. They 
were marked just the way straw boards are 
marked, too much stock for the weight on a 
thin felt. 

Well, here is my last for felt-marked paper. 
To explain every point would crowd THe 
JOURNAL too much; but I will say to any 
party troubled with felt-marks when making 
24x38, 80 lbs. or heavier—for that is the only 
kind of paper that will felt-mark, because soft 
stock is used—first see that the apron doesn’t 
reach under both slices; have three suction- 
boxes, which will be easy on the wire and take 
the water out like a charm; put a bottom 
jacket on at once if there is not one on ; have 
the improved hinge stand for the top coucher 
to rest on, not the old Gavit solid stand, in 
which the coucher journal wears a bearing 
and rests on it, when 5 lbs. would be as much 
use on the lever as 500 Ibs.; see that the back 
weights don't rest on the floor; get a heavy 
fine first felt ; let the paper be in the condition 
that you can press it well; work the felt the 
way I mentioned in THE JouRNAL of the 16th, 
and if you have felt-marked paper—drop me a 
card, FP.

It is neatly encased in black 
wood, with gilt borders and glass front, sur- 
mounted by an ornamental top, carrying a 
dwarf pine tree growing in a pot.

having a dam and floating lade at the top. 
The falling water is conducted in a pipe to the 
turbine, which drives all the machinery, and is 
fixed at the foot of the rock below the mill 
building. The houses are in four parallel sec- 
tions (¢. ¢. under four roofs), and the machinery 
is so arranged that the wood and pulp pass 
from stage to stage with a minimum of labor.

The Hofsfos Traesliberi, of Drammen, have 
a well-filled table exhibiting their mecnani- 
cally prepared pulp in its various stages of 
manufacture.

Referring to the exhibit of the Graham Com- 
pany, special attention has been paid to the 
samples of boiler plates.
